Tho’ this Bill, after feveral Alterations and Amendments 
made to it, was dropt laft Seffion of Parliament ; yet as fome 
luch Law feems to be neceflary, it is thought that the Af- 
jair will be reaflumed in fome future Seffion, and that a 
Law will be pafled for the Regulation of thofe Courts. Per- 
haps the Evils complained of are not yet come to fuch.a

Next Day the Lord Vere Reaucler# reported from the

The Differtation upon Parties continued. 


R. D’Anvers in his laft Craft/man continues his Differta- 
M tion upon Parties, in which Mr. Osborne allows, that 
be has foewn great Knowledge in our Englifh Hiftory. Mr. 
D’Anvers obferves, that if King Charles Il. would have given 

the Chimerical and Divine Right of brs BROTHER, to the 
real Intereft and undoubted Right of bis PEorpLE, be might 
have made the Remainder of his Reign eajy. 

But inftead of this (fays Mr. D’ Anvers) he was every Day 
confirmed in the Refolution of not giving up, directly and 
in Terms, that Right in his Brother, which he thought re- 
fected Strength on his own. ‘The very Meafures taken to 
force him to fubmit, enabled him to refift. The oppo/ite 
Spirit {pent itfelf in Blood and Violence. The Spirit for 
him rofe vifibly in the Nation; and he faw very foon the 
time approach, when he might venture to appeal to his 
People againft his Parliament. ‘This time was come, when 
Men were once convinced that a Country Party prevailed no 
longer, but that Fad?ion had taken its Place. Many Ap- 
pearances, which I have not Room to enumerate, ferved to 
propagate this Opinion; particularly the Behaviour, and al- 
moft avowed Pretenfions of the Duke of Monmouth; which 
were carried on even in Defiance of the folemn Decla- 
ration made by the King, that he had never married the 
Duke’s Mother. 

Some of the worthieft and warmeft Men, whe were en- 
gaged for the Exclufion, complained themfelves, even from the 
hit, of the private Interefts and factious Intrigues, which 
prevailed amongft them. J su/? confefi (fays a very confide~ 
rable Man, who laid down his Life for this Caufe after- 
wards, and whofe original Letter is ftill extant; / muff con- 
fifi, T do not know three Men of a Mind, and that a Spirit 
if Giddinefs reigns among/? us, far beyond any I have ever ob- 
lerved in my Life; and yet he had lived and acted in as ficti- 
eus 2 Time as this Nation ever faw. He proceeds; /ome 
mal who 1 fitteft to fucceed.---T hey are for the moft Part divi- 
ded between the Prince of Orange, and the Duke of Monmouth, 
The firft bath plainly the moft plauhble Titl.—— I need nat 
teil you the Reajas againft Monmouth.

We? 1 will only remark, that the Efforts of this Fadi 
among{t thofe, who drove on the Bill of Exclufion, furnithed 
another Motive to the Divifion and Animofity of Parties, 
The Tories, who had divided from the others, on Jealouhtes 
of Defigns to change the Con/titution in Church and Staite, 
began now to apj prehe snd that the oppofite Party might fucceed 
in another View, and fet up a King of their own Nomina- 
tion. A Notion then entertained by many, that the worle 
Title a Man had, the better King he was likely to make, did 
not perfuade them. They had fuffered under the Tyranny 
of a Party, many of them had been themfelves the Abettors 
of a Party-4: 'dmini/? ration; and they feared with Reafon 4 
Party-King. Thus nikal Intereits were mingled on beto 
Sides with publick Confiderations; and the Duke of Tat 
gained a great Number of Adherents, not by Affection to 
him, but by an Averfion to Monmouth; which increafed 
among the Tories, in Proportion as the Duke’s Popularity in- 
creafed among the /V’igs ; not by any = warn Difpofition 
in the Tortes to Pepery and arbi itrary Power; but by a Dread, 
as I have obferved alre a ly, of returni ng in » the leaft Degree 
under the Influc nce of thy/. > Principles, and the Power of thaje 
Men, whofe Ye ‘ec had ealled the Necks of many, that 
were {till alive and ries on the Stage of publick Affairs.

between thofe, who were opprefled by the Co ourt ets an 
thofe, Who oppofed it here, which grew afterwards into 4 
clofer Correfp nee, and became riper for Action; “ 
the feditious Spirit, that gaye Occafion to thefe Apprebe 
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fons and Expeétations, was rouzed and exafperated by the 
Inhumanity of the Duke of Lauderdale; who, tho’ a Pre/- 
byterian himfelf, was the Butcher of that Party; pufhed the 
warmeft of them into unjuftifiable Exceffes; revived their 
filly Zeal for the Covenant ; and wrought up their Enthu- 
fiafm even to Aijaffination and Rebellion, Let me only obferve 
that this was plainly the Fault of the Court, and could not 
therefore be imputed to the Whigs, whatever Ufe fome of 
that Party might propofe to make of fuch a Difpotition. The 
Violence of the Conventiclers was founded high, in order to 
palliate the Severities exercifed in the Government of that 
Kingdom. But the reafonable Men of all Parties thought 
then, as they think now, and always will think, that it is 
the Duty of thofe, who govern, to difcern the Spirit of the 
People; to confider even their Pajffions; to have a Regard to 
their WVeakneffes ; and to fhew Indulgence to their Prejudices ; 
and that Adimiffers, who punifh what they might prevent, 
are more culpable than they, who offend. 

As the two Parties were formed, fo was their Divifion 
maintained by mutual Jealoufies and Fears; which are often 
fuficient to nourifh themfelves, when they have once taken 
Root in the Mind; and which were, at this time, watered 
and cultivated with all the factious Induftry poffible. The 
moft improbable Reports, the moft idle Surmifes, carried 
about in Whifpers, were fufficient (as I might eafily fhew in 
various Inftances) to raifea panick Terror in one Party, 
or the cther. In both, there were but too many Perfons 
on the Watch, to improve and to propagate thefe Ter- 
tors, and by a frequent Repetition of fuch Impreffions ta 
raife the Alarm and the Hatred of Parties to the higheft 
Pitch. He, who went about to allay this extravagant Fer- 
ment, was called a Trimmer; and he who was in Truth 
a common Friend, was fure of being treated like a com- 
mon Enemy. Some, who voted for the Bill of Exclufion, 
were very far from being heartily for it; but I have feen 
good Reafons to believe, and fuch there are even in our 
Publick Relations, that fome of thofe, who voted again/ it, 
and declared for Limitations, concurred in the End, tho’ 
they differed in the Means, with thofe who promoted the 
Bil, And yet fuch Men were conftantly marked out as 
Favsurers of Popery and Enemies to their Country. ‘Thus in 
the other Party, Men, who had no other View but that of 
lecurine their Religion and Liberty, and who meant nothing 
More than to force the Court into fuch Compliances, as

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they judged neceflary to eftablifh this Security, were fig. 
matized with the opprobrious Names of Fanatick and 
Republican. Thus it happened in thofe Days; and thy 
it happens in ours; when any Man, who declares againft 2 
certain Perfon, ugainft whom the Voice of the Nation hath 
already declared ; or complains of things, which are {0 no- 
torious, that no Man in the Nation can deny them; is 
fure to be followed by the Cry of facobiti/m, or Republican 
ifm. But there is a great Difference, God be praifed, be 
tween the two Cafes. The prefent Cry, being void of Pre- 
tence, is therefore without Effed?. It is heard in few Places, 
and believed only in one.---But to return ; 

When the Nation was divided in this Manner, the Heat 
of the Parties increafed as their Conteft lafted, according 
to the ufual Courfe of Things. New Engagements were 
daily taken; new Provocations and Offences were daily 
given. Publick Difputes begot private Pique ; and private 
Pique fupported publick Difputes with greater Rancour and 
Obttinacy. The oppofite Principles, advanced by the tw 
Parties, were carried higher and higher, as they grew more 
inflamed ; and the Mea/ures they purfued, in order to get 
the better each of his Adverfary, without overmuch Regard 
to any other Confequence, became ftronger and ftronger, 
and perhaps equally dangerous. The Meeting of the }at- 
liament at Oxford had a kind of hoftile Appearance; and 
as foon as Parliaments were laid afide, which happened of 
the fudden and indecent Diffolution of this, the Appearances 
grew worfe. No Security having been obtained, by Parlia- 
mentary Methcds, again the Dangers of a Popifb Succeffin 
it is probable that they, who looked on thefe Dangers % 
nearest and greateft, began to caft about how they might 
fecure themfelves and their Country againft them, by Met 
of anocther Kind; fuch as extreme Necefiity, and nothing but 
extreme Neceflity can authorize. Such Methods were happily 
purtued, and attended with glorious Succefs, a few Years 
afterwards, when this Succeffion had taken Place ; and, by 
taxing Place, had juftify’d all that had been faid againft 
it, of foreboded of it ; when the Nation was ripe for 4# 
fiance, and the Prince of Drange ready and able, from 4 
Muititude of fortunate, concurring Circumftances, t fup- 
port {9 great an Enterprize. But the Attempts, ¥ 
were wie at ome Time, wauld have been defperate at the ot her 5 
and the Meafures, which produced a Revolution in the Reigh 
of King ‘Fames, would have produced, in the Reign of King 
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Charles, a civil Var, of uncertain Event at beft ;. I fay, of 
uncertain Event at beft ; becaufe it feems to me, that who- 
ever revolves in his Thoughts the State of England and 
Scotland, as well as the Situation of our Neighbours on the 
Continent, at that Time muft be of Opimion that. if the 

uarrel about the Exc/ufion had broke out into a War, 
the bef Caufe would have been the wor/f fupported. The 
King, more united than ever with his Brother, would have 
prevailed. What was projected in 1670, and perhaps more 
than was intended, would have been effected ; and the Reli- 
gion and Liberty of Great Britain would have been deftroyed 
by Confequence. We cannot.fay, and it ,would be Pre- 
fumption to pretend to guefs, how far the Hands of Party 
had gone, in Scotland, or in England, into Meafures-forim- 
ploying Force. Perhaps, little more had pafled, in which 
they who became the principal Sacrifices, were any way con- 
cerned, than rafh Difcourfe, about dangerous, but rude in- 
digefted Schemes; ftarted by Men of wild Imaginations, or 
defperate Fortunes ; and rather hearkened to than affented to ; 
nay, poflibly, defpifed and negle&ted by them. But the Court, 
who wanted a Plot to confirm and increafe their Party, and 
to turn the popular Tide in their Favour, took the firft Op- 
portunity of having one; which was foon furnifhed to them 
by the imprudent but honeft Zeal of fame, and by the Villa- 
ny, as well as Madnefs of others; and they profecuted it fo 
feverely, with the Help of * forward Sheriffi, willing Furies, 
bold Witneffes, and mercenary Judges, that it anfwered all their 
Ends. The Defign of affaffinating the King and the Duke 
Was certainly confined to a, few defperate Villains ; but + too 
many had heard it from them, who were both fo’ foolifh and 
fo wicked, as not to difcover them; and this. reflected great 
Prejudice, though I doubt not in many Cafes very unjuft- 
ly, againft all thofe, who had aéted upon better Principles, 

yet were involved in thefe Profecutions. 

_ As this Event difarmed, difpirited, and broke one Party; {9 
it Lrengthened, animated, and united the other. “Lhe Tories, 
Who looked on the Dangers they apprehended from the Whigs 
to be greater and nearer than thofe, which they had appre- 
hended, as’ well as the Whigs, before this new Divifion of 

artes from a'Popifh Succeffion, were now confirmed tn their 
Prejudices, Under this Perfuafion, they run_ headlong into 


all the Meafures which were taken for enlarging the KinG’s 
Authority,

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Authority, and fecuring the Crewn to the Duke of York. The 
Principles of divine, hereditary Right, of Paffive Obedience and 
Non-Refifiance, were revived and propagated with greater Zeal 
than ever. Not only the wild Whimfies of Enthufia/ts, of 
Schoolmen, and Philfophers, but the plaineft Dictates of Rea. 


fon were folemnly condemned, in Favour of them, by /earr- 


‘ed and reverend Bodies of Men; who little thought that in 


five Years time, that is, in 1688, they fhould act conform- 
ably to fome of the very Propeftions, which at this Time 
they declared falfe, feditious. and impious, 

In fhort, the Guelphs and Gibellines were not more anima- 
ted againft each other, at any Time, than the Tories and 
Whigs at this; and in fuch a national Temper, confidera- 
ble Steps were made, as they well might be, towards the 
Deftruction of our Conftitution. One of thofe, which Re- 
fin enumerates and infifts upon very gravely, can fcarce be 
mentioned without fmiling. The King, he fays, in order to 
make h's People feel the Slavery he had newly impofed on them, 
afefed to review his Troops ; and thefe Troops amounted, by 
the Return of the Garifon of Tangier, to 4000 Men, effective, 
and well armed. The Whigs, indeed, in thofe Days, were 
fo averfe to STANDING ARMIES, that they thought even 
thofe Troops, commonly called Guards, unlawful ; and Bi- 
fhop Burnet argues, in his Reflections on my Lord Refel’s 
rial, that @ Defign to feize on them amounted to no more than 
a Defign to feize on a Part of the King’s Army. But it IS 
poffible, that the Tories, who had fhewed their Diflike of 
Sta nding Armies fufficiently in the long Parliament, might think 
it however no unreafonable Thing, when Defigns of /n/w- 
rections and eyen of Affaffinations had come fo lately to Light, 
that a Number of regular Troops, fufficient to defend the Per- 
fon of the King, but not fufficient to opprefs the Liberites of 
the Pesple, and five times lefs than we have fince feen kept 
up, in the midft of the moft fecure Tranquility, fhould be 
winked at, till thefe Difempers were intirely over. 

Another Step which the fame Author mentions, was indeed 
of the greate't Confequence, and laid the Ax to the Root 
of all our Liberties at once, by giving the Crown [uch an 
Influence over the Elefion of Members to ferve in Parliament, 
as could not fail to deftroy that Independency, by which alone 
the Freedom of our Government hath been, and can be fup- 
ported. I mean the Proceedings by Quo Warranto, and the 
other Methed; taken to force, or perfuade the Corporations 
to furrender their old Charters, and accept mew ones, under 
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fach Limitations and Conditions, as the King thought fit to 
innovate. Thefe Praceedings were violent s the ‘/udgments up- 
on them arbitrary, and the other ALethods imployed {candal- 
ous. But dill it was the End, it was the Con/equence that 
alarm’d and terrify’d all thofe, who had‘not fold themfelves - 
to the Court, or who had not loit, in their Zeal for Party, 
all Regard to their Country, much more than the Means, 
that were employed upon this Occafion. If, inftead of garb- 
ling Corporations by Prerogative, the Court could have pur- 
chafed their Eleétions by Maney. We may reafonably be- 
lieve, that the furer and more filent way would have been 
taken. But would the Alarm have been lefs among all the 
Friends of Liberty ? Certainly. not. ‘They would have feen 
that the Lnd was the fame, and have difliked thefe A/cans 
the more, for being lefs liable to Obfervation and Clamour, 
A Prince, aflerting an illegal and dangerous Prerogative, and 
applauded tor doing fo, and feconded in the Attempt by a 
numerous Party in the Nation, carried no doubt, a very ter- 
rible Afpect. But {till there was more Room to hope, the 
violent Character of the Duke of Yoré confidered (and that 
Hope was actually entertained by many) that the Party, who 
abetted thefe Ufurpations of the Prerogative, might be foon 
frightened back again from a Court to a Country Intereft ; 
inwhich Cafe, there was Room to hope likewife, the milder 
Charagter and better Underftanding of the King confidered, 
that the Eve might be in fome Degree redrefled, and the 
Confequences of it prevented. It was. reafonable for the Frvends 
of Liberty to expect that Men, who were injured, would 
complain, and feek Relief on the firft favourable Opportu- 
nity. But if they had been corrupted, and the Practice of 
Jelling Elections had been once eftablifhed, I imagine that the 
Friends of Liberty would have thought the Cafe more defpe- 
‘ate, —— Tt is certainly an eafier Task, and there is fome- 
What lefs provoking, as well as lefs dangerous in it, to 
trugole even with a great Prince who ftands on Prerogative, 
than with a wea t, but profligate Mini/ter, if he hath the Means 
Corruption in his Power, and if the Luxury and Proffitu- 
on Of the Ave have enabled him to bring it into Fa/hion. No- 
thing furely could provoke Men, who had the Spirit of Li- 
"ty in their Souls, more than to figure to themfelves one 
¥ thofe faucy Creatures of Fortune, whom fhe raifes in the 
\travagance of her Caprice, difpatching his Emiffaries, ec- 
Clfiaftical and fecular, like fo many evil Demons, to the 


North and to the South, to buy the Votes of the “" 
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with the Money of the People ; and to chufe a Reprefensg. 
tive Body, not of the People, but of the Enemy of the People, 
of Mim/eif. 

This was not the Cafe at the Time we are fpeaking of. It 
was Prerogative, not Money, which had like to have deftroy’d 
our Liberties then. Government was not then carried on b 
Undertakers, to whom fa much Power was farmed out for Re. 
turns of /2 much Money, and fo much Money intrufted for Re- 
turns of /2 much Power. But though the Cafe was not fo de- 
{perate ; yet was it bad enough in all Confcience ; and among 
all the Excefles, into which the Tories ran, in Favour of the 
Crown, andin Hopes of fixing Dominion in their own Party, 
their Zeal to fupport the Methods of garding Corporations 
was, in my Opinion, that, whichthreatened pudlick Liberty 
the moft. It hath been reproached to them by many; but 
if among thofe who reproached them, there. fhould-be /ome, 
who fhared fince that Time in the more dangerous Praétice 
of corrupting Corporations ; fuch Aten muft have Fronts of 
Brats, and deferve all the Indignation, which is due to Ini- 
quity, aggravated by Impudence. The others abettéd, in 
Favour of a Prerogative, fuppofed rea/ by many in thofe Days, 
and under the Pretence at leaftof Law, a Power, which gave 
the Cron too much Influence in the EleGions of Members of 
the Heufe of Commons ; but thefe Men, if there are any fuch, 
have been concerned in a Praétice,: for the Sake of their 
own vile Intereft, which fpreads like a Ganereen over the 
whole Body af a Nation, and to every Branch of Govern 
tment ; and which hath never failed, in any one Inftance, 
where it hath been fuffered, to become the Bane of Liberty. 

We have now carried the two Parties through that Period 
of Time, when the Conduét of both was mott liable to the 
Objections made to them by their Adverfaries.
